The  above  four  books,  touching  the  early  history  of  the  New  World, 
were  all  produced  by  residents  at  the  time  on  the  spot,  and  witnesses 
to  what  they  relate.  In  consequence,  like  all  fragments  or  large  trea- 
tises, written  by  eye-witnesses,  they  possess  an  interest  and  authority  not 
connected  with  the  works  of  copyists  or  reproducers.  These  new  editions  are 
vastly  enhanced  in  intrinsic  value  by  the  Historical  and  Biographical  Notes, 
added  by  their  respective  editors,  all  well  known  as  being  amply  capable  of 
doing  justice,  as  commentators  on  American  subjects.  Copies  of  the  original 
editions  of  these  books  are  worth  $100.   Budd  cost  $150. 

The  edition  of  the  small  paper  copies  was  quite  limited,  and  only  fifty 
copies  each  of  the  large  paper  were  produced.  These  volumes  will  hereafter 
possess  a  value  far  exceeding  the  originals,  for  this  two-fold  reason :  First, 
there  are  but  few  produced :  and  second,  they  constitute  as  it  were,  landmarks 
in  the  early  history  of  the  North  American  Colonies,  as  well  as  divers  other 
parts  of  the  new  found  land  of  America.
